Emergency crews treat ‘victims’

Lying on the pavement, I was not 
50 feet away from a car completely 
engulfed by flames. 

Looking down at my arms and 
legs, I saw the hanging charred flesh 
from second- and third-degree 
burns. My face was in even worse 
condition. 

I felt no pain — because IJ had 
volunteered along with 37 others, to 
participate as a victim in a 
simulated bus disaster sponsored by 
San Antonio Community Hospital 
Monday. 

In a macabre coincidence, the 
practice run came eight days after a 
real bus crash at the interchange of 
interstates 10 and 15 injured 43 
people. The drill had been planned 
by hospital staff since March. 

Drilis are conducted twice a year 
to fulfill voluntary requirements set 
by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals. Local 
emergency services including the 
Upland police and fire departments, 
hospital staff and private 
ambulance services were involved. 


Scene of the gruesome accident 
was the southwest corner of 
Memorial Park, only a block away 
from the hospital’s emergency 
room. A large passenger bus 
supposedly collided with a two- 
passenger car. The car from which I 
and another participant were to 
have crawled, burst into flames 
upon impact. 

The other victims were all 


members of the hospital _ staff. 
Preparation began more than two 
hours earlier when we reported for 
moulage — the intricate art of 
depicting wounds through explicitly 
applied make-up and plastic 
appliances. Artist for the bus 
disaster was Irene Yamamoto of the 
Red Cross. 

Burned skin was made startlingly 
realistic through the use of a 
strawberry-scented beauty facial 
mask applied on the ‘‘affected’’ 
areas. The red tint looked much like 
sunburn, and when the dried mask 
was pulled up in places and 
wrinkled, it looked like badly burned 
skin 

Additional makeup was applied, 
along with the crowning touch of 
“blood,” a concoction of cocoa, 
glycerin, red food coloring and 
water. I smelled like a chocolate- 
covered strawberry, but looked 
sufficiently repulsive. 

The list of injured contained such 
traumatic problems as 
amputations, paralysis, jugular 
bleeding and a wide variety of 
lacerations and deep wounds 

There were two ‘‘pregnancies”’ on 
the bus, one woman who ‘‘gave 
birth” to a baby boy, and the other 
who supposedly lost her premature 
child, 

The ‘‘injured’’ took their places at 
the scene of the accident, and 
shortly after 5 p.m. the bulletin went 
out —a citizen’s call alerted police 
to the tragedy and the excellently 
choreographed play began

departments arrived to a scene of 
total confusion. The car was burning 
furiously, with thick dark smoke 
billowing upwards. Bus passengers 
were hysterical, screaming. One 
women called repeatedly, asking for 
her severed hand. Another, a victim 
of panic and psychotic shock, 
clambered to the top of the vehicle 
and refused to be helped 

I was administered oxygen in 
minutes, and firemen wrapped the 
worst of my burns. 

The ‘driver’ of the car, lying next 
to me, had received even more 
severe burns and was loaded into the 
first ambulance that arrived on the 
scene. 

Then came a period of waiting. By 
looking underneath the bus, I could 
watch emergency personnel dealing 
with the ‘‘injured’’ people, loading 
more and more into ambulances 
Firemen said later the practice 
disaster was nearly impossible to 
deal with because all the injuries 
were so major 

‘Just about all of you should have 


been on the first load out,”’ said one 
wearily 

Nearly 45 minutes after the 
“accident,” I was lifted onto a 


gurney. I wasn’t tied on and felt 
several times I might fall, but I was 
placed in the ambulance without no 


mishap 

Ambulance personnel struggled to 
attach one of the ‘‘pregnant’’ 
women to a second tier. One worker 
exclaimed breathlessly that she had 
never done it before. 

One of the attendants kept a 
careful eye on the “pregnancy’’ on 
the way to the hospital. It may have 
only been a drill, but the 
perspiration beaded onto his face 
and dripped down on my arm. 

It was shortly after 6 p.m. when I 
was wheeled into the emergency 
room. For the first time, someone 
tried to ask my name and told 
others that somehow I had missed 
being tagged with my I.D. and 
injuries 

For the first time in my life, I 
looked up into the blinding white 
lights of the emergency room and 
saw six white-coated figures staring 
down at me with concern. 

“She deserves an Academy 
Award,”’ one said 

Doctors decided to ‘‘send’’ me to 
the burn clinic at county hospital, 
and my part in the drill was over. 
When I stood up from the bed I felt 
light-headed and a tingling in my 
fingertips. Stumbling out the door of 
the emergency room on my own 
power, trailing bandages, I literally 
walked into the world of the living.

Upland OKs condo ordinance changes

Changes in Upland’s proposed 
condominium ordinance were 
approved by a split vote in the 
planning commission Thursday, 
following a long struggle with issues 
ranging from philosophy to 
practicalities. 

Commissioner Faye Bert was 
absent from the session, and of the 
remaining six members, three voted 
in favor ot the changes, and two 
against. Commissioner Hank 
Houston abstained as it was his first 
meeting as a member. 

The legislation has been in the city 
grist mill since October when a four- 
month moratorium was declared on 
all condominium conversions. 

The proposed ordinance, an 
amendment to the city’s municipal 
code, was drafted in response to 
concerns regarding the growing 
popularity of condo-conversions and 
the lack of city regulations on the 
matter. 

The ordinance deals not only with 
conversions, but includes guidelines 
for newly-constructed projects as 
well. 

Commissioners approved a third 
draft of the legislation in February, 
sending it on with thmir backing to 


the City Council. 

The council chose to form a 
special committee, comprised of 
developers and representatives 
from city staff and the Chamber of 
Commerce, to review the proposed 
ordinance. 

That committee recommended 
five changes be made and those 
changes were brought before the 
commissioners Thursday. 

The amendments address 
minimum area requirements, 
number of required parking spaces, 
recreational areas, scale of 
development plans and landscaping 
plans. 

Most controversial issues 
included required size of units and 
number of required parking spaces. 
The third draft of the ordinance 
called for a minimum size of 1,000 
square feet for all one-bedroom 
units, with an increase of 200 square 
feet for each additional bedroom. 

‘The revision approved Thursday 
puts those requirements on a sliding 
scale for projects located in 
multiple- or single-family zones. 

Specifications for buildings in the 
single-family zone will remain the 
same, but will be reduced to a 
minimum of 900 square feet per unit 
in a muliple-fanyjy zone, with an 


increase of 200 square feet for each 
additional bedroom. 

Requirements for parking spaces 
were placed on a similar sliding 
scale. Original requirements of four 
spaces per unit, of which two must 
be enclosed, were left for projects in 
single-family zones. 

Those standards in multiple- 
family zones will be changed to 
requiring two enclosed spaces per 
unit, plus an additional half space 
for each bedroom. Total number of 
spaces required will be worked out 
in terms of the entire project. 

For example, if a project is 
comprised of 70 units, with a total of 
209 bedrooms, 245 parking spaces 
must be supplied. Of those, 140 
spaces must be enclosed. 

Other changes to the proposed 
ordinance include restrictions on 
recreational-leisure areas adjacent 
to major streets; a requirement 
that development plans be drawn to 
a scale of. not less than 60 feet to the 
inch and plans extended to show 
features up to 50 feet from the 
project boundaries; and 
requirements for a conceptual 
landscaping plan from the 
developer, rather than a precise 
plan. 

Commissigper John Zinda, who 





served on the special study 
committee, voiced his objection to 
changes made for both unit size and 
required parking spaces. 

He urged commissioners to define 
what the philosophy behind the 
proposed ordinance was, arguing 
that it was vital to determine intent 
before settling on actual 
requirements. 


He said the ordinance as it stood 


' would encourage developers to build 


planned residential developments, 
including condominiums, in single- 
family zones. This, he said, would 
lessen the number of areas which 
would be devoted to the traditjonal, 
single family home development,

Reorganization 


approved at 
Chaffey College

Much to the dislike of most of the 
125 people at the meeting, a 
reorganization of the instructional 
division was approved by Chaffey 
College trustees Thursday night on a 
split vote. 

The decision comes after many 
hours of discussion in public 
meetings in recent weeks and the 
presentation of at least five 
different options. 

) The reorganization calls for 
adding four new administrative 
positions, thus eliminating 
) supervisory duties now handled by 
) elected division chairmen. 
, Ten of 11 division chairs would 
remain (one was cut after a 
program reduction) to be elected by 
their peers and serve as liasons 
bétwveen the faculty and one of four 
administrative directors. 
‘The four new positions are 
directors of academic support 
services, sciences, humanities and 
vocational education. 
The administration proposed the 
reorganization due to the change to 
a collective bargaining unit for the 
faculty. 
The administaration contends that 
division chairmen cannot continue 
to hold their positions with the same 
responsibilities and still be part of 
the collective bargaining unit. 
: Trustees approved the plan on a 3- 
{ vote, with Sandra Garner casting 
the dissenting ballot. Trustee 
Sharon King-Jeffers was absent. 
‘rarner has contended throughout 
@scussions on the reorganization 
fhat‘a radical change is not needed 
to take care of any conflicts that 
might exist with elected division 
chairmen in a collective bargaining 
environment. 
Faculty members also spoke out 
against the plan saying the costs 
were too high and such major 
changes were not needed. 
Phil Hartley, faculty senate 
president, presented board 
members with a plan that would 
relieve division chairs of 
supervisory or administrative 
duties that would be in conflict. The 
faeulty plan calls for the addition of 
only-one administrative position an 
assistant dean who would handle the 
administrative duties. 
Hartley said the faculty option 
was the least expensive of any of the 
four proposed by the administration. 

Garner said she could see the need 
for one additional administrator, 
but not any more than that. 





“J think the most recent proposal 
is far more feasible,”’ Garner said in 
reference to the administration’s 
Option 4. “I don’t think radical 
surgery is necessary.” 

(Option 4 calls for the hiring of 
only one administrator. ) 





Trustees 
accept 
decision 


On a unanimous 4-0 vote 
Thursday, Chaffey College trustees 
accepted a decision by a state 
administrative law judge to rescind 
layoff action against three 
certificated employees. 

By supporting Judge Marilyn L. 
Nelson’s decision, the board of 
trustees also upheld the layoff of 
eight other certificated employees. 

The 11 were the last of 39 
respondents in faculty layoff 
hearings which began in April and 
finished this month. Nelson issued 
her non-binding decision in the case 
June 20. 

The eight employees will be the 
only full-time faculty members, not 
to be re-employed at Chaffey in the 
1980-81 academic year after 
cutbacks were proposed in light of a 
projected $1.5 million budget deficit 
and the threat of Proposition 9. 

Those not to be re-employed are 
Robert Boutin, Jeanne Hamilton, 
Joe Hernandez, Harry Lawrence, 
Karen Looney, Arlene McCall, 
George Reeder and Jack Schnurr. 

Those to be reemployed will be 
Thomas Maher, Myrna Elliott and 
Elizabeth Stark. 

Maher also approached the board 
asking that his telecommunications 
program be continued since he has 
now been re-employed. 

But, Maher is proposed to teach in 
English next fall since there is a 
high demand for additional teachers 
there. 

Maher insisted that for him to run 
the telecommunications program 
would not cost the district any 
money, since it would be supported 
through state money from his class 
enrollment.

New ‘$90,000’ airport, city controversy erupts

Another controversy between the 
Los Angeles Department of Airports 
and the city of Ontario has emerged 
into public view. 

At issue is a letter written over 
the signature of Elizabeth K. 
Armstrong, president of the Los 
Angeles Board of Airport Com- 
missioners, and addressed to the 
Ontario City Council. 

The letter asked the city of On- 
tario to pay the airports governing 
board $90,000 as the city’s half of a 
study already begun to determine 
the best way to provide adequate 
ground access at Ontario Inter- 
national Airport in future expansion 
years. 

A $180,000 contract was awarded 
to the Southern California Associa- 
tion of Governments (SCAG) May 16 
by the Steering Committee for On- 
tario Airport Access in a meeting at 
the airport. 

The study of road ingress and 
egress was a condition of a permit 
issued by Caltrans to the Depart- 
ment of Airports to build the new 
runway now under construction at 
OIA. 

Mrs. Armstrong’s letter, dated 
May 29, said in part: 

‘the Board feels that con- 
siderable local benefits will accrue 
to its joint powers partner, the 
city of Ontario, as a result of this 
study, and, therefore, Ontario 
should financially participate in this 
effort. 

‘“‘We would, therefore, like to re- 
quest that the city of Ontario reim- 
burse the Board of Airport Com- 
missioners of the city of Los 
Angeles in the amount of $90,000, 
which is 50 percent of the cost of the 
effort.” 

Mayor Robert E. Ellingwood 
acknowledged to a reporter that he 
had received the letter and had sent 
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a ‘terse response.” 

“All said,” the mayor explained, 
“was, ‘You've got to be kidding.” 

He said the response was mailed 
to Mrs. Armstrong. 

Ellingwood said he has attended 
meetings of the airport access com- 
mittee, an ad hoe group of represen- 
tatives of the state and various 
counties and cities. 

He emphasized that it was his un- 
derstanding that the Los Angeles 
Department of Airports was to pay 
the cost of the study. 

In addition, Ellingwood said, he 
has attended several other meetings 
independent of the ground access 
committee dealing with the question 
of a SCAG study.

“Through all of these private and 
public meetings,”’ he said, ‘‘there 
had never been any mention of On- 
tario paying anything. Then sudden- 
ly the airport commission took this 
action.” 

Ellingwood said he met Mrs. 
Armstrong Thursday at a breakfast 
meeting in Ontario and she said, 
“Oh, the mayor of Ontario. You've 
got to be kidding.” 

“So I know I got the letter,” he 
said. 

Dennis Watson, OIA public 
relations representative, said only, 
“It’s the responsibility of the Board 
of Airport Commissioners to keep 
costs down wherever possible. I’m 
confident this disagreement will be 
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Sixth-graders in the Central School District will 
remain at Cucamonga Junior High, district trustees 
decided Thursday.

A device resembling a small 
typewriter is bringing greater in- 
dependence to the deaf through an 
everyday form of communication 
most of us take for granted — the 
telephone. 

And San Bernardino County has 
begun a demonstration program 
aimed at increasing the number of 
devices in the homes of county 
residents and starting a telecom- 
munications network for the deaf, 


hard-of-hearing and speech- 
impaired. 

Bob Neves, program coordinator 
for the county Community Services 
Department, said the new program 
is the result of a $135,000 federal 
grant through the U.S. Community 
Services Administration. 

Neves explained that the money is 
being used to meet two goals: help- 
ing low-income people make the $14 
monthly payments for the telecom- 
munications devices for the deaf 
(TDDs) and spreading the TDDs to 


Chino Hills park bill 
OK’d, sent to Brown

A scaled-down version of Proposi- 
tion 1, the state’s parks and recrea- 
tion bond issue that would have 
earmarked $45 million for the pur- 
chase of 12,500 acres of Chino Hills, 
is awaiting the signature of Gov.

The proposition was defeated at 
the polls June 3, but proponants of 
the measure have revised it, taking 
out the most controversial parts. 
The revised version cleared the Sen- 
ate Thursday and was immediately 
sent to the governor, who has said 
he will sign it 

The revised proposition is headed 
for the November state ballot. It 
calls, in part, for approximately $15 
million to be used toward the pur- 
chase of three canyons in the Chino 
Hills.

Trust fund formed 
for attack victims 


Trust funds are being set up by 
the Chino Valley Chamber of Com- 
rnerce and Parent-Faculty Associa- 
tion to aid two girls who were 
victims of rapes and beatings in 
Chino earlier this month. 

Police are still sifting information 
about the men who brutalized the 
girls in attacks that took place with- 
in a week of each other. 

One of the girls, an eight-year-old 
elementary school student, is still in 
critical condition at a local hospital. 
The other, a four-year-old, has suf- 
fered some lasting emotional scars, 
according to Brent Hunter, manager 
of the chamber. 

‘We have started the trust funds 
to help the girls and the families de- 
fray the cost of rehabilitation,” he 
declared. ‘‘The effects of the at- 
tacks need to be dealt with.”

that the Chino Hills project remains 
the top priority on the department's 
recreation list. 

Dangermond, who succeeded 
Bruce Cahill this week as head of 
the state department, said he has 
“every intention of honoring the 
commitments made to the project in 
the past.”’ 

The new director said he found 
himself in a somewhat awkward po- 
sition on the issue, because he was 
one of the early advocates of the 
project when he lived in Riverside 
prior to his appointment. 

“Now that I am the head of the 
department, I need to take a more 
impartial look at the project,” he 
explained. ‘‘But even in my new role 
I continue to see the many benefits 
of the preserve to the people of the 
Southland.

Jim Heiner, project director of 
the Chino Hills undertaking, said de- 
lays and inflationary spirals have 
pushed the cost of acquisition from

million by the time the state can buy 
it. He said that in addition to the 
proposed bond issue, an Assembly 
bill also is nearing passage that will 
earmark $5 million a year for the 
project for the next 10 years. 

The state is interested in buying 
Tonner, Telegraph and. Aliso can- 
yons, which comprise about one- 
fourth of the Chino Hills. The pur- 
chase would include land in Los Ang- 
eles, San Bernardino, Orange and 
Riverside counties. 

Placing those areas into pre- 
serves would assure that about a 
half of the Chino Hills would remain 
undeveloped, counting already ex- 
isting open space conservation. 

The proposition that lost at the 
polls four weeks aga, called for the 
expenditure of $485 million. Sen. 
John Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, au- 
thor of the bill, has pared it down to 
$285 million by eliminating funds for 
water conservation and for state 
fisheries

public agencies and private con- 
cerns where they wili do the most 
good. 

The county currently has TDDs 
deployed in two departments in San 
Bernardino. One is located at the 
Community Services Department; 
the other is the basement of county 
library administration building for 
the county’s 24-hour emergency 
communications center. 

Neves said the county is now 
reviewing possible locations for dis- 
tributing 25 to 30 more TDDs. Those 
selections are reviewed by a steer- 
ing committee of county officials 
and an access committee. A majori- 
ty of the access committee 
members are handicapped. 

Neves noted the TDDs will not be 
limited to governmental agencies, 
but can be assigned to businesses 
and non-profit groups. Selection will 
be based on improving direct com- 
munication for the deaf, hearing- 
impaired and speech-impaired, he 
said. 

Among the possible locations is 
the city-county complex in Ontario. 

The most recent available 
statistics show 2,770 deaf, 6,200 
hearing-impaired and 1,700 speech- 
impaired persons living in the coun- 
ty. Those figures came from a 1974 
survey, and the target population for 
the program has increased since 
then. 

The TDD in Neves’ office works 
something like a newspaper teletype 
machine, but with a keyboard for 
two-way communication. Unlike 
some of the TDDs manufactured for 
home use, the machine prints out a 
copy of the conversations, scorching 
letters and numbers into the paper 
with a thermal print head. 

The user dials by typing the phone 
number, and a flashing red light 
signals the ringing at the other end. 
Neves gave a practical demonstra- 
tion of the TDD and introduced a 
reporter to Linda Howard, a Fon- 
tana resident who has been deaf 
since birth. One of the services 
offered by the Community Services 
Department is to act as_in- 
termediary for the deaf, regardless 
of their income, in calling places 
lacking the TDDs. 

During the phone conversation, 
Howard said, ‘“‘I could not manage 
as well without the services this of- 
fice renders to me. I can’t tell you 
how many times I have had to have 
them make calls for me, a couple of 
times in medical emergencies with 
my 2-year-old daughter.”’ 

She also credited the department 
with continually reviewing equip- 
ment available, looking for ways to 
improve the service.

Chaffey College may not 
have deficit in 1980-8

A projected deficit of $1.5 million 
may not materialize at Chaffey 
College in the 1980-81 fiscal year as 
indicated earlier this year. 

The announcement came last 
week when a tentative budget call- 
ing for expenditures of $17.5 million 
was approved by the Chaffey 
College board of trustees. 

Superintendent-President James 
Catanzaro said staff reductions and 
increased state income have worked 
to eliminate much of the projected 
deficit. 

About $450,000 will be saved 
through faculty and classified staff 
layoffs, according to Catanzaro. 
Eight certificated employees have 
already been sent layoff notices and 
the superintendent-president is ex- 
pected to ask the board to reduce 
some classified positions at the July 
board meeting. 

An additional $350,000 came to the 














district recently as the result of a 
recalculation in the state funding 
formula for the college, Catanzaro 
said. 

Also, realizing that the district 
was moving towards a deficit 
several months ago, an effort has 
been made to keep spending down 
and leave most vacated jobs open, 
Catanzaro said. That has resulted in 
a savings of approximately $300,000. 

“The remaining amount of the 
deficit will just have to be accom- 
modated by a budget next year that 
is exceptionally tight,’ Catanzaro 
said. 

Next year’s budget has a tentative 
income estimated at $18.2 million, 
which includes state and federal 
categorically funded programs. 

Catanzaro said under current es- 
timates the district will have a 
reserve of at least $617,000 in the 
1980-81 fiscal year. 

““We’re trying to build as much 
flexibility (in the budget) on a 


responsible reserve,’ Catanzaro 
said. He added that there do need to 
be ‘‘tradeoffs’’ when it comes to 
negotiating salaries. 

Defending the cost-of-living raises 
given to the faculty last week, 
Catanzaro said such increases are 
necessary to keep employees work- 
ing at a maximum level even though 
raises cut away at reserves. 

A final budget for the district will 
not be completed for several weeks 
until the district can find out the ex- 
act amount of money it will receive 
from the state for the year. 

Trustee Jimmy Gutierrez had 
some criticism of the administra- 
tion regarding the tentative budget. 

Gutierrez said neither the board 
of trustees nor the public have had 
any ‘‘discretionary power’’ over the 
1980-81 budget so far. 

Catanzaro said that public budget 
sessions will be held when it is more 
clear what kind of income the dis- 
trict will have.

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Attic is best place 
to start collecting

Acquisitiveness has taken 
a new hold on the American 
public and it has turned to 
collecting in a big way, says 
Ellen Liman, author of 
“The Collecting Book.” 

This Penguin book is a 
colorful, intriguing guide to 
what can be collected, then 
how to start and keep going. 

Liman is the author of 
several books on design and 
now has written on collec- 
tibles at the instigation of 
her son, a Harvard student, 
who is a longtime collector 
of political memorabilia. 

Most people collect just 
for fun, she said, in an inter- 
view on a book promotion 
tour. 

But there also are closet 
collectors who try to hide 
their pieces from the 
jealous eyes of rival collec- 
tors. 

The best way to start 
collecting is to search 
grandfather’s attic, said 
Liman. Almost any every- 
day thing from an earlier 
era can join the ranks of the 
collectibles

pictured in Liman’s book: 
flags, fishing plugs, 
thimbles, picture frames, 
comic books, manuscripts, 
Christmas ornaments, ven- 
ding machines, butter 
molds, barbed wire, but- 
tons, sheet music, decoy 
ducks, quilts, toy tin 
soldiers ... and on and on in 
hundreds and hundreds of 
categories. 

The attic is where 
“disceveries’’ are made 
“Catch an item before it 
gets to the retail stage,” 
she said. ‘‘It is important to 
look in your attic or at gar- 
age sales — whatever 1s 
closest to the source of 
one’s grandfather 

“Practically anything 
your grandfather collected 
would be valuable today. 
But the condition it’s in is 
very important and makes 
an enormous difference in 
the value.”’ 

Many people collect in the 
area of their professions 
because they have an inside 
track to items the public 
doesn’t have a chance at, 
Liman said. 

For instance, a dentist 
collects gold toothpicks. A 
famed physician has a con- 
ference room filled with 
dolls given to him for his 
collection by patients and 
other doctors. 

The founder of the Mosler 
Safe Co. collects antique 
coin banks. An oil dealer 
has saved hundreds of an- 
tique stoves. 

“There are two groups of 
collections—those who are 
open and those who are up- 


tight about anybody seeing 
their collections,’’ she’said 

“Most people do it for 
fun. They want to hear from 
other collectors. They love 
be written up. It helps their 
collecting and they find out 
about other collectors 

“Then there are the 
closet collectors who have 
things that have never been 
seen. People know what 
they have because they 
know what they’re buying.” 

Collectors of expensive 
antique toys are likely to be 
shy, she said. ‘‘They don't 
let anybody see what they 
have because of the enor- 
mous competition among 
collectors for prizes items 

“One collector of Mickey 
Mouse — Mousiana — had 
to move out of town to 
someplace isolated with his 
collection because he 
couldn’t stand the pressure 
from other collectors.” 

For friendlier collectors, 
Liman’s book contains lists 
of clubs and publications 
which will help them get 
stasrted. “A lot is done by 
trading — you can trade by 
mail by advertising in the 
tabloids for practically 
nothing.” 

Collectors run the range 
from those who assemble 
the free things, like shells 
or names, to those who put 
out meaningful money, she 
said. 

There is a trend toward 
buying ‘‘things’’ just to beat 
inflation, she said, ‘But 
people should be aware 
their collections are not go- 
ing to be liquid. It is folly to

God’s existence 
pointed out by 
visible signs

The Psalmist said, ‘Be still, and know that I am God.” 
Psalm 46:10. 

For many years scientists believed there was an 
undiscovered planet in one section of the sky. They 
believed this because of its effect upon other planets and 
heavenly bodies in that area. But the unknown planet 
could not be seen by the eye even with a telescope. They 
discovered this planet, named Pluto, by attaching a 
camera to the telescope. By synchronizing the telescope 
with the rotation of the earth, after hours of exposure 
enough light came through to register on the sensitive 
photographic plate. 

Many today know about the existence of God. They 
see his influence on people around them. Many wish they 
could know him. But as yet the knowledge has not 
become a personal discovery. Until we come to know 
God personally, through Jesus Christ, all the knowledge 
we have about him has no redemptive effect. 

We discover God for ourselves in much the same way 
the astronomers discovered Pluto - by time exposure An 
occasional glimpse on infrequent Sunday mornings is not 
enough. 4 

The first requirement is that we synchronize our lives 
with God’s plan. Sometimes we are out of step. Often we 
are running ahead of God or running behind him, when 
we need to be running with Him. God has a plan for every 
life. 

The second requirement is that we expose ourselves 
long enough for God to make an impression upon our 
hearts. Time is necessary, not because God is so far 
away or so weak but because our hearts are often 
hardened and crusted. For some the barrier is material 
interest: for others it is self-centered preoccupation 

Yes, it is possible to make a personal discovery of God. 
It is possible to know the joy, peace, and forgiveness he 
alone can give. But it still takes time to be holy. We live 
in a day we expect things instantly. Let us re-echo the 
prayer of Whittier’s hymn: 

“Drop thy still dews of quietness, 

Till all our strivings cease, 

Take from our souls the strain and stress. 

And let our ordered lives confess 

The beauty of Thy peace.”

In California foxtails can be a real summer menace to pets. 
The foxtail is the awn (seed) of certain grasses common to 


The shape and structure of the foxtail causes it to move only in a forward 
direction penetrating an animals skin or invading a body orafice. Foxtails are 
frequently found in dogs ear canals, in the skin between the toes, in cat's eyes 
and nostrils, but they can penetrate the skin almost anywhere. 

To minimize foxtail problems, cut down grass before it goesto seed, and don't 
let your pet roam. If there is no way to prevent contact with foxtails keep the hair 
around the feet, between the toes and under the ears clipped short. Brush and 
groom pets frequently, especially if long haired to remove foxtails caught in the 


If your pet is shaking its head or pawing itgears, sneezing pee a has an 
inflamed eye, sores between the toes or on its body, you s 2 an 
pointment at one of our hospitals to have the animal examined for foxtail injury. 
Prompt attention to foxtail problems could prevent your pet from having a per- 
manently injured ear drum or losing its eyesight.
